A gentleman residing in the Kootonay 
district, in a letter dated the 8th inst ., 
ilescribes his visit to tho Crow's Nest 
Pass in tin- l{ficky mountains. 

lie went there to inspect the coal miiU'S 
of wdueli he writes: "I found very eood 
work has been done he.n^ ami the resiills 
are ,il/I' i iMy surprising. On one se;iiii 
the\ .aie 111 lilty-five feet, with il shaft sunl; 
from ihi- hanging to tho foot wall, a dis 
tance of thirty-tive feet. Of this there 
ire thirty foot of solid coal without a fijiu 
111 It. Tlii!ii comes a bed of five, feet of 
coal and shale mixed. .•Vnot her seam near 
the bumer bus 12 feet o* solid jmre coal. 
I'wo moro seams near have each seven feet 
of pure coal, and another has bnirteen 
feid. There are still two more each of 
four feet of pure coal. All these seams 
are superposed one above the other at dis- 
i.iiices varying from 11 hundred b i birty 
L et apart. They are all opened u|i, show- 
ing the hanging and foot wall. The coal 
appears to be much of the same quality 
t hfoiighout. It is of a bright black and 
shinini; appearance, hardly soils the tin 
uers when Imiclied and luakes a bfillianl 
clear lire, with a smoke more like wood 
t ban ordinary coal. Near the surface it 
is \ery brittle, but becomes harder fur- 
ther into tho soam. No signs of sulphur 
can bo detuoted. It is used here for the 
liardoiiing of the picks and answers tlu' 
purpoHo admirably. It lies between sand- 
stone walls, and there are slralji of clay and 
ironstone. These are very regular for 
miles ai'ouinl and look as though they had 
been ruled ,vitli linos. All now dopomls 
on the ipiality of the coal, theto in no 
doubt iibimt the ijuantity.
